ing any one near, fuppofed it came by a miracle In this 
fhe was the more confirmed, when fhe faw it figned, Paul 
the Apoftle ; exprefling the fatisfaétion he received by het 
prayers addrefled to him, when fo many newly canonized 
faints engrofied the devotion of the world, and robbed the 
primitive faints of their wonted adoration; And, to fhew 
his regard for the devotee, he promifed to come from Hea- 
ven, with the Angel Gabriel, and fup with her at eight in 
the evening. It feems fcarcely credible that any one could 
be deceived by fo grofs a fraud; yet to what length of cre- 
dulity will not fuperftition carry a weak mind ? The infa- 
tuated lady believed the whole; and rofe from her knees 
in tranfport, to prepare an entertainment for her heavenly 
guetts. 

Tho fupper being befpoke, and the fide-board fet out 
t6 the beftadvantage, fhe thought that her own plate, worth 
cbout gool. did not make fo elegant au appearance as might 
be withed; and therefore fent to her brother, a counfellor 
in the Parhameot of Paris, to borrow ail his 
plate. The maid, however, was charged not to difclofe 
the occafion ; bet only to fay that the had company to fup- 
per, and would be obliged to him if he would lend her 
his plate for that evening The Counfellor, furprifed at 
the application, well knowing his fifter’s frugal life, began 
to fufpeét that fhe was enamoured of fome fortunc-hnnter, 
who might marry her, and thus deprive his family of what 
he expected -at his {ifter’s death. He therefore, politively 
refufed to fend the plate, unle{s the maid would tell him 
what guefts were expeéted. The girl, alarmed for her 
mittrefs’s honor, declared that her pious lady had no 
thoughts of a hufband ; but Si. Paul having fent her a let- 
ter from Heaven, promifing that he and the Ange! Gabriel 
would fup with her, fhe wauied to make the enteriaisment 
as elegant as poilibie. 

The Connfellor immediately fulpe&ed that fome villains 
had impofed on her: and fending the maid with the plate, 
proceeded dire&ly to the Commilfary of that quarter, On 
the magiftrate’s going with him to a houfe adjoining, they 
faw, juit before® eigit o’c!ock, a tall man, dreifed in long 
weitments, with a white beard, and a young manin white, 
with large wings at his fhoulders, alight from a hackney- 
coach, and gouptohis filler’s apartmen's.§ The Com- 
miffary immediately ordered twelve of the police 
guards to poft theralelves on the fairs, while he knocked 
atthe door, and deiired admittance.

coudemned to be publicly whipped, burnt on the fhoul- 
der with a hot iron, and fent tothe gallies for fourteen 
years.

Men order their 
clothes to be made, and have done with the fubje@: Wo 
men make thei: own clothes, neceflary or ornamental, and 
are continually talking ahout them; and theis, thoughts 
follow their hands. Itis not the making of, megeffarits 
that weakens the mind ; but the frippery of .drefs, For 
when a woman in the lower rank of lite makes her hol 

band’s and children’s clothes, fhe does her duty, this isa 
part of her bufinefs: but when women wesk only to deel 
better than they could otherwife afford, it worfe thas 
meer lofs of time. To render the poor virtuous they mat 
be employed, and women in the middle rank of life, did 
they but affuime the fathions of the nobility without catch 
ing their eaie, might employ them, whilft they themfelves 
managed their families, inftruéted their childrea, and ew 
ercifed their own minds. Gardening, experimental phi« 
lofophy, and literature, would afford them fubje& to think 
of, and matter for converfation, that would in fome 
gree exercife their underftandings. The converfation of 
French women, who ai¢ not fo rigidly nailed to thet

HE Chevalier de Yrujo, formerly fecretary to the Spa- 
nifh embafly at London, is appointed Minifter Pleni- 
potentiary of his Catholic Majeity in the United States of 
America, where it has hitherto been cuftomary to fend on- 
ly a Charge d’ Affairs. 

At Liverpool, on the night of the 22d January, the pre {s- 
geng prefled an American {ailor (as they bad done feveral 
times before) and carried him to their houfe of 1endezous, 
Thofe repeated.infults fo irmtaicd the American {failors, 
that they afflembled ina body of about 250, went to the 
houfe ana demanded their companion. They were refuled 
admittance, and entered by force, and regained the man; 
and after placing the recruiting captain and ofhcers in the 
entre of the room, compelled them to give thee cheers 
to the United States of America.---On the 27th, an inftance 
of the fame kind occurred.---The fetlors again aflembled, 

and took from the prefs-gaug an American whom they pref- 
fed’; beat the whole gang feverely, threw two of them into 
the dock, where one was downed, killed one on the fpot, 
abd the resiainder fled,---Oa the ad February, the Ame- 
ricat Capeaine in port, were fummoned to appear before 
the mayor and mag firates of Liverpool. They according~ 
Jy eupeaied, and were reguefted by the mayor to keep 
their fa/lors uaderomore fubje€tion, and not fuffer them to 
breek aheweace, ag they had done repeatedly, by infulting 
the prefs-gang.
